According to Chien, an agree- 
ment had been reached with Wid- 
lat for the purchase of _bullet- 
proof vests. The Chinese declares 
that he entered the Widler. motor 
ear at hfs home, 1122 “Mohawk 
Road\ and wag to be driven to 
Woosung where Widler wag to be 
introduced to. a Chinese general 
who was to purchase , buliet-proof 
vests. The car was stopped on 
the Bund, it is alleged, and Widlcr, 
informed the others that he want- 
ed to meet a friend in the’ Tublic 
Gardens, Tho Chinese, Widler 
and Saridis left the car, it is alleg- 
ed, while Widler looked for nis 
friend in the.

Chauffeur Disappears. 


Saridis’ story, as related to 
police, states that he had tiffin 
with Widler at his Avenue Road, 
home and that Widler offered to 
drive him downtown. Saridis de- 
elared that Widler‘said he waa 
obliged to stop in at 1122 Mohawk 
Road to pick upa friend. At.that 
address, he stated, they were join- 
ed by a Chinese (Chien) and Wid- 
ler told the Chinese that the agree- 
ment had been made, presumably 
for bullet-proof ‘vests.
